Oy TER BaTTERY.—Since the last public
parade, (the fifteenth umendment celebra~
tion,) 1he old gumd opposite the Bathing
Houge has been taken down, and, under a
resolution of Couneil, a @more pretentious
strncture I8 being erected In the western part
of Whoite Point Garden, where the old flag-
staff used to stand, This rocten old mast has
also been pulled down.
